Are Women Crowding Men? 
Superintendent of Compulsory Edu- 
sation Bodine of Chicago has started 
anew the discussion of women in in- 
dustry by his sensational statement be- 
fore the National Association of Fac- 
tory Inspectors at Detroit. He quoted 
Statistics to the effect that in 1890 
there were tn this country 3,914,751 
women engaged in gainful occupations 
and that in 1900 the number had in- 
creased to 5,329,807. He then said: 
“We are rapidly drifting to the age 
of the ‘eternal feminine’ when man will 
be a back number and forced to return 
to the soil and to those tields of labor 
where only his physical strength will 
save him in the struggle for survival.” 


Manchester’s Street Car, Experience. 

In view of the increasing attention 
to the subject of municipal ownership 
in America the report of the municipal 
street car system of, Manchester, Eng- 
land, has been widely dis¢ussed. It 
shows that’ for the year ending March 
31, 1905, the city cleared A-+net profit 
of $604,750 on the 196 igiles 6f track in 
operation. The great an of the busi- 
ness— 77.34 per cent of the whole—was 
done at a 2 cent fare or less. The city 
bas been able to run its lines with 
profit at these rates, while reducing the 
working hours of its employees from 
seventy to fifty-four per week. At the 
same time it gives each of its workers 
free uniforms and a week's annual va- 
eation with pay.

Checking the Yellow Fever. 

The first month of the yellow fever 
in the south, which ended Aug. 21, 
disclosed a record of 1,885 cases and 
196 deaths in 311 localities, mainly in 
Louisiana, Texas and Mississippi. The 
average death rate was 14.1 per cent, 
and 173 persons were discharged as 
cured.

val stage and by fumigation. New 
Orleans, the center of infection, has 
placed herself under rigid sanitation 
and daily inspection, with the result 
that the progress of the disease is well 
under control. The most pitiful fea-

ods have not been applied. At the lit- 
tle village of Leesville, La., with a 
population of 10,000, 170 were reported 
down with the yellow fever and 200 
more with the dengue fever.

The doctors have reached the 
conclusion that Italians are more lia- 
ble to take the disease than any other 
race and that their high mortality is 
due to their mode of life. The statis- 
tics also show that women are com- 
paratively safe, the deaths from yel- 
low fever being five times as great 
among males as among females. All 
the evidence goes to confirm the mos- 
quito infection theory.

Henry Varnum Poor was born at An- 
dover, Me., Dec. 8, 1812, the son of Sil- 
vanus Poor and the grandson of: Eben- 
ezer Poor, both among the early set- 
Ulers of the town. 


About the end of the 18th century a 
company of men, impelled by love of 
adventure and desire for tetterment, 
left their Massachusetts homes and 
went into the wilds of the territory of 
Maine.
